ears," says the 
United Stales 


ffice of good roads, "has dcinon- 
trated that it is entirely practical 
o construct satisfactory brick 
oads." 
"These roads" say Uncle Sam's 
xpcrts, "now are giving general 
atisfaction when properly eon- 
tructed, and it is probable that 
heir mileage will continue lo in- 
rcasc rapidly." 


Good Points About Brick 


The principal advantages of the 
rick rond, according to the gov- 
rnment rond service are: 
1. Durability under practically 


II traffic conditions. 
2. They afford 
easy traction 


nd good foothold. 


3. Easily maintained and keep 


clean. 


The only disadvantage attribu- 


ted to this type of road is the high 
initial cost. This is largely offset, 


it is figured, 
by the low main- 


tenance and 
general stamina of 


the road. 


The best type of brick road, in 


the opinion of 
the 
government 


road experts, is a good brick laid 
on a sand cushion with a substan- 
tial concrete foundation. 


The most essential factor in the 


building of a good brick road is 
the selection of a suitable brick. 
Tlie United States road men rec- 
ommend brick made from shales 
and fire clays of the "lean" varie- 
ties. The shales are red while the 
fire clays produce a light-eolorcd 
road. The brick chosen should be 
hard, rough and uniform in size. 


Although a definite speculation 


as to frtiMniiiR strength is not nec- 
essary, good paving brick should 
withstand a 
pressure 
r,E 
from 


l.r),000 to 30,000 pounds per square 
inch. 


For the brick road a concrete 


foundation is advisable, but where 
the traffic is light, broken stone 
will often suffice. 
Should stono 


be used, it .should be put on in 
courses, tlie largest stones at the 
bottom, and should be from 8 to 
10 inches deep. 


The more satisfactory concrete 


base may be a composition of one 
part 
Portland 
cement, 
three 


parts sand and five to seven parts 
broken 
stone - or gravel. 
This 


should then be covered to a depth 
of two inches with a clean sand, 
spread dry. On this sand cushion 


the bricks are laid on edge and at 
right angles to the line of the 
road. Kncli alternate row should 
begin half a brick iu. 
Ramming 


and rolling complete tlie road.

Newport News, Va., Aug. 2— The German mer- 


chant submarine Deutschland was sighted off Tan- 
gier Sound at six o'clock this morning. She was still 
heading toward the lower bay at a high rate of speed. 
Tangier Sound is about 75 miles above the capes. 


Baltimore, Md., Augi 2.-Last reported as passing Solomon's 


Island, Md., at 2:30 o'clock this morning, the next word of the 
German merchant submarine Deutschland, which sailed from this 
port last evening, for Germany, is expected to come from some, 
point on Lower Chesapeake Bay. Solomon's Island is about eighty 
miles from the Virginia Capes. 


The Solomon's Island dispatch said that the Deutschland was 


steaming at a speed of about 16 knots an hour; that there was no 
indication when she would stop and that it seemed she was going 
right down to the capes. If this proves true the Deutschland should 
be sighted at Old Point, Virginia, or at some point of observation 
in that neighborhood early, this forenoon. The sailing plans of 
the Deutschland were a carefully guarded secret but when she left 
Baltimore there was a belief that she would 
proceed direct to 


Kewport News. On the other hand there was an expectation, in 
some quarters that the submersible would seek a quiet covered Inlet 
somewhere in Lower Chesapeake Bay and there await favorable 
opportunity to make a dash through the allies' blockade off the 


capes. 


Baltimore, Md, August 2.-No other sea faring men at war

Deutschland began yesterday. They began it, not only as heroes 
unique in history, but as seamen, tired of three weeks on land and 
happy to be at sea again.

They did not glide out of the Baltimore harbor with grim, ^set 


faces as befitted men going to possible doom-that may engulf them 
without even a fighting chance. Nickel, rubber and gold is all they 
hive on board beside themselves. 


The most serious view point of the matter, so far as facial 


expression could give the clew, was that of the Baltimoreans who 
wv the under sea craft leave their dock. After the first cheer and 
chorus of steam whistles, and motor boat horns, when the first inch 
of green hulk appeared, there was no sound but the chug-chug- 
ctag- of a score of boats, and the surge and wash of water as a hast 
ily formed and motley fleet with the submarine in the lead, sped 
toward the Chesapeake; nothing but gazes that never wavered at 
the gliding green submersible and at her captain on the conning 
tower, as deeply absorbed in his maps and charts as though he 
were alone in his library.

London, August 2.—The-second 


anniversary of Germany's declar- 
ation of war on Russia found the 
relative positions of the .belliger- 
ents very different from those of 
the first anniversary. The entente 
allies now are pursuing a suc- 
cessful offensive on all fronts and 
the central powers are virtually 
everywhere on the defensive. 


The operations.on the eastern 


front continue to surpass those in 
the west in dramatic interest. The 
military 
critics •* express great 


admiration for the Russian tac- 
tics, one of the important directs 
of which, in their opinion has 
been to isolate the Austrians from 
the German armies on the Rus- 
sian front. This, it now is claim- 
ed, has been virtually accom- 
plished by the Russians driving a 
wedge into the Austro-German po- 
sitions along the front of the Ko- 
vcl Vladamir Yolynsk. 


The view .here is that it the 


Russiansliave thus accomplished 
the severance of the Germans 
from the Austrians, the most de- 
cisive result of the whole of the 
Russian General Bmsailoff's strat- 
egy will have been obtained, it he- 
ing argued by the military ob- 
servers that without German sup- 
port the Austrian armies will be- 
come demoralized and collapse.
